A heavy 
wind was Diowing tro the northwest, and 
the city having no Ore apparatus, buckets 
being scarce and wein scarcer, the frantic 
people could but look at the Gevouring fames 
in helpless borror. 

FIGHTING THE FIRE, 

The fames were fought inch by inch with 
buckets; inch by inchthe flesh of the brave 
fighters was Dilisteredin the work. The sud- 
den shifting of the wind to the northwes 
saved the city from entire destruction. 

Before the flames were under control, how- 
ever, the magnificent Arlington Hotel, just 
completed Dy Wm. Callahan, the railroad 
eontractor, at u cost of $20,000, was a total 
loss, and the two score guests in it barely 
escaped with their lives, none of them sayv- 
ing any wearing apparel whatever. 

F. 8. Kirk & Co.’s wholesale and retail 
grain house, the Columbia drug store, 
owned by Oxley & Howitt, and F. W. Hav- 
lick’s large furmiture house, J. McDowel’s 
grocery store and the bDaildings of O. R.

GATHERING EVIDENCE UPON WHICH TO 
BASE A OONTEST. 


Owens’ Piurality om the Face ef the Re- 
turns About 300—His Managers Fre- 
pese to Combat the Ciaims of the Sil. 
ver-Tongued Colenel—Events ef the 
ter Conte t Reviewed—Hoew the Day 
Was Won. 


Lzextucron, Ky., Sept. 17.—Moses Kauf- 
man, President of the Our Council and 
Breckinridge’s closest lieutenant, told your 
correspondent at noon that Col. Breckin- 
ridge had issued no manifesto or official no- 
tice of contest,and was waiting for exact 
returns and information from all the coun- 
ties before Geciding om dis course of action. 
Mr. Kauffman added that some of Breckin- 
ridge’s friends now figured Owens plurality 
on the face of the returngat 78, but the ac- 
cepted figures were stin 162. wel- posted 
Breckinridge leaders say that ff official re- 
turns, when canvassed dy county commit- 
tees, reduce Owens’ plurality to close fig- 
ures, say in the. neighborhood of 100, then 
Breckinridge will institute contest when dis- 
triet committee meets at Frankfort next Sat- 
urday, and seek to throw out certain pre- 
cincts for irregularities, or have certain 
votes rejected on the ground of fraud. 

The Breckinridge forces are burrying mes- 
sages to all parts of the Gistrict to secure 
evidence upoa which to dase a contest. 
Stross is laid on the fact that Owens’ County 
of Scott, which gave him 1,200 plurality, 
shows an increase of 613 over Democratic 
vote, in 1992, and Fran bounty, which 
Owens carried by 621, showsan increase of 691, 
almost 8% per cent in each cousty. The 
other six counties show from 5 to 2 per 
centincrease. The Breckinridge men re- 
fuse to give out figures, but say their advices 
from every precinct give Owens only 169 on 
the face of the returns. Desha Breckin- 
ridge, J. C. Rogers and Judge Bullock 
have gone to Seott County to get 
affidavits and to invesiigate the report that 
two precinct polls were Eept open one bour 
longer than the law allows, and this will be 
one of the grounds of contest. The Owens 
men have every precinct in the district, and 
now iasist upon 66 plarality. They 
are sending men to watch Breckinridge 
messengers and claim to be able to 
prove gross frauds in Lexington that will 
give abundant grounds fora retaliatory con- 
test. The Owens men say that scores ot 
fraudulent Breckinridge votes were cast in 
this city by men who were not registered last 
fall, but who produced ready-made aMdavits 
that they were out of the city on registration 
day. 

The committee is the Returning Board. and 
a majority of its members are supporters of 
Breckinridge.: They couat the votes, an- 
nounce the result, and give the victor a cer- 
tifcate of nomination. Their action is oficial 
and their verdict binding. 

It is claimed py Breckinridge that enough 
illegal votes were cast Saturday to overcome 
the small plurality of Owens. 

Col. Barney Tracy, President of the Owens 
Club, claims that his man has a ciear lead of 
300 over the silver tongued orator, and 
that be — in no way afraid 
that Owens will lose the race. He says 
that Owens could not help Dut win with the 
women and moral sentiment on bis side. 

The Brecriaridge people say that Owens’ 
lead ts barely 150 and that the committee will 
give them the nomiration sure. 

The committee meets at Frankfort Satur- 
day to count the votes and make their de- 
cision on the nominee.

Archbishop Irelana’s frst great promi- 
nence was won in connection with the total 
adstinenee movement, and though a quarter 
ofacentury has elapsed since he actively 
espoused that cause, his seal for it to-day is 
asardent as in those golden years when 
warmer bicod ran riot in his veins. To-day 
he is the recognize leader of Catholic total 
abstinence ali thd world over.

John Ireland isa frm believer in man as 
woll as in God, He does not think there is 
any strife between God and nature, or that

For & man so busy, $0 actively engaged in 
the great policies of the Church and deeply 
interested in the affairs of the nation it has 
been a surprise to many how the Archbishop 
bas been able to nnd time for the close study 
of other things. 

Evenasto the enlargement of the sphere 
of women he has a theory. He believes that 
she has been too dependent on the strongor 
sex. And because of her deep char- 
ity and exhausties¢ energy he thinks 
hercapable of working out great social and 
moral reforms. Archbishop Ireland’s sphere 
of usefuiness has greatly widened by reason 
of his intense and broad patriotism, which 
bas gone a great way to stem the tide of 
khnow-nothingism., 

He boasts that he is a Catholic tothe very 
Ober ofthe heart. The Archbishop’s man- 
ner is very regular. He rises at 6 o’clock, 
makes bis meditation, celebrates mass at 6, 
which is said by one of the priests of the 
houseboid, usually his secretary. He makes 
thanksgiving and hears another mass. A 
few minutes after 7 he breakfasts with the 
clergy whoare staying at the house, reads 
the papers and retires to his quarters. Here 
he worksawhile, writes important letters, 
gives directions to his secretary and reads a 
pert of the divine office. As a rule, he retires 
shortiy after o. Heisa 2 story teller 
anda vivacious talker. he archiepiscopal 
residence is large. old-fashioned, neat, yet 
severely simpie. The most striking part of 
the house is the library. It has books in all 
languages, for he is a great lingulst.

THE ADMINISTRATION KOT HOSTILE 
TO THE PENSION SYSTEM, 


— 


The Attitude ef Secretary Heke Smith | 
Has Been Misrepresented—One Hus 
dred and Forty Millien Dellars Paid 
to Beneficiaries During the Fiscal 
Year of 1894—-Bules Geverning the 
Bureau—How Examining Boards Are 
Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, D. ., Sept. i7.—Deputy 

Commissioner of Pensions H: ©. Bell, who 
has the reputation of knowing as much 
about pensions as, and more about pension 
statistics than any other man in the country 
when asked to-day by the Post-DisrpaTcH 
correspondent if he wished to say anything 
about the resolutions reported to the Na- 
tional Encampment of the Grand army of 
the Republicat Pittsburg and widely pub- 
lished, but not passed, said: 

These resolutions appear to have been 
Grawn by someone not very familiar with 
the facts in the case. They 
state that a change was made in 
the rules of the Pension Bureau by this 
Administration in regard to the suspension 
of pensions, when as a matter of fact no such 
change was made. Pensioas were suspended 
by tis admizistration exactiy as they have 
been suspended by every administration of 
the Pension Bureau for a hundred years, and 
no Groppings or reductions have ever been 
made by this administration uatil after sixty 
Gays’ prior notice to the pensioner, or until 
fall opportunity had been given him to show 
that he was entitied to either a part or the 
whole of the pension he was reeeiving, ex- 
cept that since the passage of 
the act of Dec. 21, 1898, no pensions 
whatever have been made and no droppings 
or reductions have been made until after 
the thirty days’ prior notice, as pro- 
vided by that mt, giving the full grounds 
u pos which proposed droppiog or reduction 
was contemplated, baad been given to the 
pensioner. This law does not, as stated by 
Commander Adams, make the pension a 
vested right, only so far that no suspensions 
Can de made at all and no droppings or re- 
Guctions until after the expiration of thirty 
days notice. 

DENIALS IN DETAIL. 

** These resolutions also state, continued 
Nr. Bell, “that many of those whose pensions 
bad been suspended under that unfair rule 
have deen restored to therolls. As a matter 
of factevery one of the 9,000 pensions sus 
pended—not under the unfair rule of this 
administration, but gnoder the rule which 
had always prevailed under every adminis- 
tration—have been restored. These resoila- 
tions say further that the douDts are anjust- 
ly Gecided adversely tothe claimant, when 
as a matter of fact tisarule of the bureau 
now and always has been to give the claim- 
ant the benefit of the doubt.“ 

dat about order 229, about which these 
resolutions complain?“ 

„Well, replied Mr, Bell, ‘‘thie order was 
promulgated by Judge Lochren after careful 
consideration ef the matter and it was for 
the purpose of preventing the filicog of am- 
davits in the bureau by attorneys or 
claim agents in cases where in many in- 
stances it was subsequently ascertained the 
aMants knew nothing whatever of the con- 
tents. In many other cases it was found 
that after affidavits dad been signed by 
aMants interpretations were made by dis- 
honest claim agents and attorneys, which 
changed theentire character apd terms of 
such amda vit. 

Order 229 simply requires that the afiant 
shall state that the affidavit was either writ 
ton ortypedinhis presence and only from 
ofal statements then and there made by him, 
and, further, that he was not aided or 
prompted by any written statement 
or recital prepered or dietated 
by any other person, and where the afidarit 
is written in the handwriting ofthe affiant 
himeelf it is always sccepted inthis bureau 
without this additional statement. 

ne resolutions say that alarge part of 
the appropriations made by the Ffity-second 
Congress forthe payment of pensions tor 
the fiscal year ending Jane 80, 1994, was un- 
used and turned back Into the Treasury 
while handreds of thousands of unadjudi- 
cated claims remain in the Pension Bureau. 

Ihe amount appropriated for pensions 
for the fiscal year 1894, was 5168, 000, 000, and 
the amount expended was in round 
numbers, $140,000,000, the amount of $25,000, - 
000 being covered back into the 


Treasury at the end of the fiscal year. While 
it is true that there are a large number of 
claims pending in this bureau, yet the infer- 
ence Contained in these resolutions that such 
claims are ready for admission is not true, 
but on the contrary as soon as a pending 
claim is ready for admission it is promptiy 
admitted. 

Thie bureau has no wer to admit aor 
can it be expected to admit claims before the 
evidence filed in such claims is suficient to 
justify their admission nor until after the 
medical examination shall have shown that

The expenditure of $8,813,000 for purposes 
of relie! is a safficient evidencejof the aciivi- 
ty ofthe Odd Fellowship. The condition of 
the order in foreign lands has not materially 
changed during the year. Among the teu- 
tonic nations of Europe very good progress 
has been made, as you will seé 4 the report 
of our special deputy, Brother Herman 


Among the Latin nations, whether in Eu- 
rope or America, the returns are not very 
satisfactory. In Sweden, the state of the 
order has warranted mein actingon the 
authority you gave me last session, and 1 
have issued totne lodges ia that country a 
charter for a grand lodge.

The 
fact is that it is only a modification of the 
old system, without the advantage of a 
competent andefficient staff at headquarters 
for the general management. There are only 
two plans for the proper management of an 
organization of this kind. (ne is a central- 
ized government witha strict military dis- 
cipline; the other is complete local «overn- 
ment, subject only to general law. The first 
plan was tried for several years,and the 
sovereign Grand Lodge concluded that it 
was more expensive thaa efficient. 

The enthusiasm which has characterized 
the sisterhood of Rebekah during the past few 
years seems to continue unabated. At the end 
of 1893 there were 202,442 in this department, 
of whom 108,612 were sisters. At the same 
rate of increase, we may assume thac there 
are to-day no less than 115,000 noble women 
united with us in benevoleat work. The 
laws povesaies this branch require a careful 
revision; while the wishes of the sisters 
themseives, especially conversant as they 
are with work, should re- 
ceive from most careful 
consideration. our sisters of 
Rebekah have assisted all branches of the 
benevolent work of Odd Fellowship, they 
have rendered us special aid ia establishing 
and supporting bomes and orphanages.

Several shipments of 
live beeves bad been madsa few years be- 
fore, but for some cause the Dusiness was 
Giscontineed. With the success of the 
Prussia’s trip. the Hamburg paper states 
the question of importing live American 
beef eattle as well as dressed f has re- 
ceived a new impetus. 

The Prussia is the first of five new steamers 
built dy the Hambarg-American Packet Co. 
for this busimess, each to have a carrying ea 
pacity of 400 head of cattle, 

This frst trip lasted fourteen days, the an- 
imals were fed with hay and corn aad land- 
ed in condition. The Hambure paper says: 
It is to be expected that German agrarians 
will oppose these imfortations, bat it will 
meet with the approval ofthe consumers 
andallow the poorer classes to eat meat, 
which at present is beyond their reach.

It was 
a locomotive im the sense of a traction 
engine, distinguishadle from a passenger 
car, which may be moved by power with- 
in or underit; Dut in essential features it 
was much the same ascomplainant’s de- 
vice. There wasan electric motor geared 
to the driven axle and resting on a frame at- 
tached to the axle boxes. All Kinds of gear- 
ing for transmittingthe power of the arma- 
ture to the driven axle were successively 
adopted, but the change from one to en- 
other of such well-Known appliances was not 
in the way of modern invention. 

Carl Heinrich Siemens, under date of Feb. 
10, 1880, obtained British patent No, 683, in 
which the motor was carried under the car 
in the manner now practiced. 

The same result was produced by Joseph

ters patent No. 285,863, issued Sept. 18, 
1853, 1 application filed Feb. 
18, 1882. He also put the 
electric motor under the car and had 
positive gearing to connect with the Ariven 
axle. here is, therefore, nothing new in 
complainant’s patent in respect to getting 
the motor under the car body so as to make 
the locomotive a carriage for passengers. 


Bistory of the Motor. 


The application of electric traction to the

Making Iuroeds on Ferm Lesds in 


BRastern Celorado- 


Dewver, Colo., Sept. 17.—The Russian 
thistic has made sueh inroads upon fafminag 
lands in the eastern part of Colorado that it 
has begun to attract serious attention. The 
farmers and in some instances the county 
authorities and railway companies have de- 
gun to fight the pest. Especially is this the 
case ia Browers, Weld, Bent and Kit Carson 
ceunties. In the latter cousty, the Rock 


Island road omeilals have instructed their 
section bands to exterminate it along the 
line of the railway. This is also the case in 
Wray County. 

The pest made its appearance in Colorado 
at a comparatively recent date, but has 
spread in an astonishing mantrer. Two years 
agoabuneh of it five feet in diameter ap 
peareidin Fremont County, and from that 
small patch it has spread until M extends 
over a territory ten mules square. It ts 
Rherdy, and grows above the irrigation 
ditches, where there is iittle or no water. 

The weed was bro zugt to this State prob- 
ably in seed Oats from Dakota, and te rali- 
ways, irrigation ditches and the wind have 
all Deen active agents in spreading it,

It Makes a Mester Dem, Bentsd Whieb

WAs, D. O., Sept. 16.—On the 224 of 
September last at aboat 2 o'clock in the 
morning the people in the little village of 
@ohaa, India, heard what they believed to 
be the crack of doom. Some wild swine 
hunters who had come up from Hardwar and 
had not gone to sleep supposed tt to be an 
earthquake, amd setup an alarm, bat there 
was no need, for every man, woman and 
child in Gohoa bed beard what seemed a 
supernatural sound as if the globe had been 
rentin twain. 

The village of Gohua is one of those collec 
tions of huts that ene sees at long intervals 
at the foot of the Himalayas. Thereare not 
all told over 400 people there, and they are a 
strange, rude, half pastoral and halt war - Inke 

tribe, intensely superstitious and wholly un- 
affected by the British laws and customs 
im Southern India. They live in the shadow 
of the mountaias whose altitude and massive 
grandeur make even our Rockies seem 
awarted. The sides ot the valley in whose 
bosom Gohea re poses rise 4,000 feet and de- 
ind them tower the snow-cilad peaks of the 
great range 16,000 and 20,000 feet lan, form- 
ing that stupendous barrier across the 
northern flank of the Hindoostan Empire, 
which even Engiaad has only penetrated dy 
means of the few and widely separated 
gorges which serve as rugged passes, 

What was it tue people of Gonus heard on 
that morning of the Dad of September? 

Nature,in her cyclopean workshop, con: 
structing another Niagars. 

In order to Go this she had taken the side of 
a mountain quite as large as the isiand of 
Manhattan and was shoving it Gown into the 
valley where ran the river Bireh-Ganga. 

But even nature strained a littie at this 
feat, and her groans were found as far south 
asthe Alakuanda, that muddy and rictous 


confluent of the Upper Ganges. 

A terrife sight met the gate of the aston. 
ished villagers when the gray light of the 
morning came through those stupendous 
peaks of the Himalayas. The cliff on the 
right bank of the river, whieh had reared 
Neef 4,000 feet, was,falling. 

It did not precipitate Reset in one cata- 
clysmic leap into the valley, but struggled 
with its foothold, tugged with Titanic force 
at its roots im the everlasting hills, roared 
and swayed and ground its geologic teeth, 
and with subterranean convalsion snapped 
iteelf asunder and split and thundered as it 
gave way, mile by mile, and delched smoke 
and fre and dest. 

Sach a torrent of rocks, such a majestic er- 
hibition of gravitation the historic man had 
not Defore seen, and only some mighty 
records of the thing had deen preserved, 
mutely but acctrously,, inthe rocks them. 
selves for him. 

The inhabitants of Gohua were struck with 
horror, and most of them fied southward. 
But the noise followed them. The earth shook 
in fear as far asthe jungles of Mocea Janes.

Whose fault ie it that there is not room in 
the pablic schools to accommodate all the 
children that ere crying for aGmission? It is 
not the fault ofthe taxpayers. Whose fault 
is it? 

The School Board acknowledges that many 
of the schools in densely pobulated localities 
are so badly overcrowded that there is not 
room forall the children already enrolled, 
and the Schoo! Board claims that it is unable 
to take cafe of all the puplls because it has 
not enough revenue to provide saffiicient ac- 


commodations. 
For mang years this question of enlarging 


the seating capacity of the schools has been 
prominently before the board, and it has 
been repeatedly suggested tat school prop- 
erty in the old residence districts that are 
now given up almost exclusively to business 
be converted into cash and (de money ex- 
pended in building new schools where they 


are most required. 

Frederick N. Judsoa, who was President of 
the Board in 1887 ana 1888, as long ago as that 
foresaw thetime when there would not be 
suMicient accommodation and brought the 
matter tothe attention of the board inhis 
annual report for 1887 as follows:

NEWPORT, R. I,, Sept. 16.—The details of 
every-day life convey q more correct impres- 
sion of what one by Buropean travel 
than elaborate descriptions of great works 
of art that Europe boastsof. One object I 
had in going abroad was to draw compart- 
sons between Kurope and America, and to 
satisfy myself whieh country really offered 
one the most comfort,enjoy ment and luxury. 
I wanted to gather all the details, to com- 
pare the society of both hemisphere, to see 
what was the make-up of the Buropean man 
and woman and to find out if they were more 
congenial to me than my own countrymen or 
cougtrywomen. fhe conelusion I reaehed 
was that America is the place for Americans. 
My European trip comvinced me of this. 

In going aboard a Cunarder you at once 
step on English soil, You realize that the 
steamship is Eagiand afloat, the whole man- 
agement of the vessel being in Baglish 
hands. My English steward made me lock 
my state-room door wulle the vessel lay at 
her dock, Dut as soon as she had cast of her 
moorings ke sald: Nos you can always 
leave your room door unlocked, both by day 
and night.’’ My shawl aad books I found 
perfectiy safe when left on my sea chair. 

COMPORBTS ABOARD 811. 

The attention to the comfort of the passen- 
gers was a striking feature of the steamship, 
The moment the spray from the ocean an 
noyed a passenger Canvas curtains were put 
up. From mornisg untl night eating ap- 
peared to be one’s chief ococupation. When 
you were aot eating you were drinking tea. 
The officers and mes ot the steamer, from 
the Captain and bead steward tothe adi 
boy, took an absorbing interest in the speed 
the vessel was making. fhe one Gesire of 
all was to break the record. The Captain's 
order to the engineer Was, Give her all she 
can dear. 

Tue wonderful system of the Canard com. 
pany in receiving passengers and their dag - 
gage excited my admiration. Cabin trunks 
and Daggage for the hold were labeled at 
once on one’s reaching the ship. Your 
truaks followed you to your room, your boxe 
were opened, and in ten minutes you were 
comfortably settled for your voyage. 

The Lucania is indeed a marvel. 
cipline aboard of ber is equal to that of a 
man-ol-war, At any hour of the night, on 
ringing your bell, am attendant brings you 
ice aad Johaanis water. 

Inthe beautiful harbor of Queenstown I 
hadan opportunity to inspect my fellow- 
passengers. They consisted of a large rep- 
resentation of our New York retail mer- 
chants, who had gone abroad on business 
combined with pleasure. An animated tune 
on a cormet eallied one to his meals. 
There were many fair representatives of our 
country on the vessel. Icaught a glimpe of 
a pretty ae woman, with her glance riv- 
etedon me, and she hard at work witha 
penell., On 1 over her shoulder I found 
she had deen sketcRing me.

HARNESSING NIAGARA, 

The deck of the Lacania was always cov- 
ered with passengers during the day and 
quite late at night, reclining in sea chairs.

Mr. Howard has deen eating rattlesnakes 
for about ten years. Possibly this accounts 
for his fine robust appearance and genera! 
good healt#, and in a measure, for the fact 
that he welghs 220 pounds. To a SUNDAY 
PosT-DIsPpaTon corresperndent who asked 
him to tell how he acquired this strange lik- 
ing for rattlesnakes, he said: 

One of my uncies told me he had heard of 
people eating rattlesnakes, so, out of cur- 
osity, I ght I'd try one. The woods, in 
the section where I live, has allers been full 
of snakes. The next dayafter I had been 
told snakes was good, I started out on a hunt 
forarattier. I wasn’tlong in Ondin’ one. I 
bammered his head off, took him — 
skinned him, and soon had him in the fryin’ 


pan. 
M mother and sisters wouldn't stay in 

the house while I was a cookin’ of the thing. 

but Icoulda’t help that. Arter the sarpent 


was done I took him out, put him on a plate. 
peppered him over, sloshed a littie vinegar 
on dim an’ went to work. My stomach 
kinder humped up in protest at the frst bite, 
but op the second it quieted down and re- 
ceived the suake with evident satisfaction. 

The next day I had another sarpent 
under my belt, and the day after that, and 
soon, put 1 formed @ perfect passion for 
snake fries. Thar ain't no food on earth 
that's any better than a Ane, fat, well-fried 
rattiesnake. 

**Young raddits is good, squirrels is tooth- 
some, cUalisisawfdl nice. young chickens 
is not to be sneezed at—but none of em 
has ah chance with me ifican git a big, 
fat rattlesnake.

How do you catch tem? 

**With a forked stick. You see, in captung 
snakes forthe table you must be very keer- 
ful ter keep ‘em from bitin’ theirselves. So 
I take a forked stick about five feet long, an’ 
when I find my prey I fasten the fork across 
his neck, about an inch from his head. I 
then hold him firmly with my hand and 
with my right I stoop down and cat his head 
square off. 

Mere do I find most of em? Oh, in bark 
Piles. My partofthe country is a great tan- 
bark country. Imamonth or so after the 
bark is pealed and corded, you'll finda rat- 
tlerortwo in every pile. Doldo without 
snakes in the winter? Oh, no; not much 1 
don't. 

During the summer season I lay by stores 
for Winter. I catch scores an’ scores of the 
sarpints, skim em and dry em and prepare 
‘em for winter, jest the same as others 
would store away their winter’s bacon. 
Catch me goin’ hungry in the winter for the 
wantofasnake! Not much! I'm no grass- 
hoppertodance through the summer and 
starve when the winter time comes. 

Did you ever try eating any other srake?’’

The Singular Story of the Sinking of 
the Vessel Nam Yong. 


Saw Fraxcisco, Cal., Sept. 17.—One of the 
most peculiar stories of the loss of a vessel 
that has been received in this city for many 
months is brought in advices per the steamer 
Oceanic from Singapore, via Hong Kong. 

The Nam Yong, a 1,512 ton steamer, is said 
to have gone down with all hands,in the 
Carimata Straits, while on a passage from 
Sourabay to Singapore. 

Og the evening of Aug.7 the British steamer 
Ingraban notieed signals of distress in the 
direction of Serutu Island and bore down 
upon them. 

The Ingraban lay to near the' island 
Guring the night and at day break the next 
morning discovered the Nam Yong with her 
headona coral reef. The Ingraban then 
approached closer to the reef and suceeded 
in getting sixteen oft he wreck 'sicrew off her. 
Then an attempt was madeto towthe Nam 
Yong in deep water. Several attempt were 
made and finally she commenced to slide 
dak ward and almost before anyone thought 
he floating she slipped and the ledge 
striking the Ingraban near the port 
quarter, smashingin a number of plants of 
the latter. The am Yong aid not — to 
be badly damaged by contact with the reef 
so after retransferring her crew from the 
ingraban the steamers Seperated, each pro- 
ceeding on its respective voyage.

He searched untii 7 o’clock, and 
Onally gave up the hunt and resumed his 
course for Singapore, when on arrival he 
learned that the Nam Yong had not made 
port and still later that she had been given 
Up as lost. She undoubtedly sprang some of 
her weakened plates after leaving the In- 
graban and sank with all her crew.

The Nam Yong was an iron screw steamer 
Of the old style. She was bullt in 1875 and 
has been in the India trade ever since that 
time, There was $71,000 worth of insurance 
on the vessel, about one-third of which is 
held by American companies.
